Onr advices from this port—which extend to the 27th August 
—give the subjoined brief account of the typhoon which occurred 
on the night of the 20th-21st August, and which appears to have 


done great damage both afloat and ashore :— 

The first indications of the typhoon showed themselves with 
great suddenness about 8 P.M. on the 20th, the wind and waves 
rising and the barometer falling till, at about 11.30 p.m., the 
latter stood at 28.50. It was estimated that the centre of the 
storm was about twenty miles westward of Nagasaki, sweepin; 
in fact across the mouth of the Bay. The destruction of life an 

roperty it is impossible to state even approximately, but it must 
ve been immense. Of 320 Japanese vessels standing in the 
books of the port authorities as in harbour, only ten are stated to 
be left, the rest being all sunk or stranded. Up to the time the 
Nevada, left, 300 drowned bodies had been recovered, which may 
give some idea of the number of lives that must have been lost 
not only in Nagasaki but all along the coast. The Bund wall 
and landing places of the Foreign Settlement are all sere bite: 
The Custom-house godowns and many of those of private firms 
are ruined. The new residence of the Governor, said to have 
cost $40,000, though seemingly substantially built of wood and 
stone, has been laid flat. In short, there does not seem to be 
a building in the native or foreign town that has not been 
more or less demolished. The coal sheds of the Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company and the Engineering Works of 
Messrs. Boyd and Co. have been unroofed, while the British 
Consulate is a conspicuous desolation : and the Engineering 
Works of the Government are all but destroyed. The iron cla 
Stonewall was at anchor just inside Menage Point, but dragged 
her anchors till she got on the rocks, and bumped a hole in her 
bottom, through which she filled and sank, but in such a place 
that her upper deck was dry at low water. Prompt measures to 
rescue her were taken, and it was believed she would be got off 
shortly. The Ping On was driven so far ashore that it was high 
and dry all round her. So it was with the sailing vessel Ham 
burg. ‘The steamer Madras was ashore, but was got off without 
apparent injury, as did also another steamer (supposed the

The correspondent of the Vorth China Herald writes from this 
port:as follows :— 

A dangerous conspiracy amongst Li Hung-chang’s soldiery 
here has just been detected. Rumours of the most alarmin, 
character are in circulation amongst the foreign community, and 
a general feeling of insecurity is everywhere manifest. While 
there is little doubt that many of the flying rumours are untrust- 
worthy, there is much reason for the apprehension, shared by 

he most thoughtful, that a crisis may be precipitated at any 
time. It is probably known to your readers that the district of 
Tientsin is, and has been, since the visit of Soyesima from Japan, 
in 1873, the scene of great military activity. It is estimated that 
ever since that time there has been from 20,000 to 60,000 troo; 
within two days’ march of Tientsin. These troops are principally 
from Honan. They are Li Hung-chang’s pets, and constitute 
the flower of his army. They are consequently strangers in this 

rovince, but they are none the less masters of the soil, and they 
ive on the fatof theland. It is not, then, 2 matter of. surprise 
that these vagabonds, weary of inactivity, corrupted idleness and 
lust, and restrained by no power but their own will, should en- 
gage in any game, however desperate. The leader of the present 
revolt, it is supposed, is General Whang, one of the Viceroy’s 
late officers, and it is reported that a large number of the soldiers 
at Ma Ch’ang, on the Grand Canal, have joined his standard. 
There are a great number of ex-military officers at Ma Ch’ang, 
who are at present out of employment, and it is said that they 
will be able to bring a great body of southern soldlers to the 
rebels, as soon as the signal for revolt is given. There is serious 
- disaffection also amongst the troops at the large military Camp 
at Hsin-ch’eng, on the south bank of the Peiho, sixteen miles 
above Taku, and several hundred of the men have deserted the 
camp. So great has been the consternation amongst the com- 
mandants of the forts at Taku in consequence thereof, that every 
preparation has been made for an assault upon their’ works by 
the rebels, which is daily and hourly expected. 

The conspirators have, an organisation, which indicates. that 
their work has been in progress for some time. It is said their 
designs were first disclosed by the contents of an intercepted 
letter from one of the leaders at Ma Ch’ang to another at Hein 
Ch’eng. It was the intention of the insurgents, according to 
this letter, to march upon Tientsin simultaneously from both 
these camps, on Aug. 19, epue and hold the place, and put all 
the foreigners to death. The letter giving the above informa- 
tion was intercepted, and the facts were immediately sent to Li 
Hung-chang, who issued prompt orders for the apprehension ‘of 
a number of suspected parties. It was the expectation of the 
leaders that, as soon as the rebel standard should be hoisted over 
the walls of Tientsin, the whole body of Li Hung-chang’s 
southern soldicry would join them, as they are known to be ex- 
ceeding}y hostile to foreigners. The Viceroy’s detectives were 
soon upon the scent of their game, and on the day following the 
receipt of this extraordinary disclosure, seven of the ringleaders 
were arrested at an obscure Chinese inn near the western suburbs 
of the city ; and on the day following that six more were 
Lrought in irons from the camp of Hsin Ch’eng, escorted by a 
strong body of soldiers from the Viceroy’s guard. The leader of 
the revolt, General Whang, made good his escape, and is still at 
large. ‘The badge adopted by these rebels is a white turban, 
and their standard is a white flag, bearing the inscription, “New 
Peace.” Quite a number of these flags have been captured.

Local interest centres on the result of the negotiations between 
China and Japan, still es at Peking. Both the Chinese 
newspapers of the 24th August contained a statement, coming 
from a Chinese official source we understand, that the negotia- 
tions had resulted in an arrangement which would not compro- 
mise the dignity of either nation. Upon inquiry at the Japanese 
Cousulate, however, we were obligingly informed that the 
Peking despatches received the previous day made no mention 
of such a result, and that the statement referred to is believed to’ 
be a mistake. On the other hand, a rumour has been current 
that the negotiations had been broken off, but neither have we 
been able to trace this to any reliable source. The Chinese are 
uneasy as to the result, particularly those engaged in the Coast 
trade, who are apprehensive that not only would war disorganise 
trade, but that their cargoes would run great risk of seizure by 
the enemy’s navy. China is actively pursuing her military pre- 
parations by the purchase and shipment of arms and muni- 
tions, the engagement of drill instructors, and the movement of 
troops to the south. The Japanese frigate Rio7io-kan left Woo- 
sung on the 22nd August for Tientsin, having on board H.E, 
Okubo, the Japanese plenipotentiary, and suite. 

The China Merchant Company’s steamer Haichingleftfor Chine.

Three French drill instructors went up by 
the Hazching to Chinkiang, returning again with her when she 
failed in her mission. They have been e to drill ing 
at Taiwan, but their agreements: will cease should war 
declared. . 

Foreigners have been interested in the movement of a small 
fleet of mandarin creek junks or gunboats, which has. taken up 
a position near Pootung point. They are here as part of the 
retinue of the Futai or provincial governor, who is at present oR 
a visit to Shanghai, with the object, it is understood, of concert- 
ing measures with the local authorities for the defence of the 
port. Forts at Woosung have been resolved on, and the taking 
of other steps of the same kind will probably depend upon the 
result of a reference recently made to the Consular Body, as to 
the possibility of giving Shanghai the status of a n port in 
the event of a war. . 

Among the craft at Chefoo are a large fleet: of new-looking 
men-of-war junks, Krupp has an agent there whose duty it 
to teach the Chinese the drill applicable to his guns, It is be- 
lieved the instructor has got on very well with his pepits andhe — 
is said to have 120 officera, presumably of the fower grades 
under his tuition. ee

Judgment in the case of alleged collision between the steamer 
Manchu and a Chinese junk, in the river Yangtsze, on the morn- 
ing of the 12th of December last, has been delivered by Mr. 
Seward, U.S. Consul-General. The plaintiffs were Chen-kee-tuk, 
the master and owner of the junk, some other Chinese merchants, 
and the widow and mother of two of the crew who were said to 
have been drowned. The defendants were the owners of the 
Manchu and herformer master, the late Captain Spedding. The 
ease, owing to causes of compulsory adjournment, has been be- 
fore the Court since the 5th May, and its termination was marked 
by .a most elaborate judgment. The conflicting character 
of the testimony given, coupled with the positive man- 
ner in which the Chinese witnesses on behalf of the 
junk told, and maintained, an apparently impossible story, 
rendered: it necessary to analyse and decide on every 
statement made in the case. The plaintiffs testimony was to 
the effect that the junk was of large carrying capacity, and that 
it was run into and sunk by the Jfanchu while sailing up the 
river. ‘Chis was denied by the defendants, whose case was that 
they didnot collide with a junk, but that at about the time and 
place mentioned by the plaintiffs the Afanchu did come in colli- 
sion with a small single masted open Chinese boat, which, 
however, received so little damage that on her sail halliards 
being released from entanglement with the bowsprit of the Man- 
chu she sailed away seemingly none the worse, her crew, in answer 
to enquiries from the steamer, saying they did not need anv assist- 
ance. . After a careful examination of the evidence on both sides, 
tke Court dismissed the libel, as it was phrased, and ordered the 
plaintiffs to pay costs. Appended to the judgment are some 
valuable suggestions as to the necessity of promulgating among 
native navigators rules for the avoidance of collisions, especially 
in rivers. The Court gives “expression to the reflection that 
these disasters will continue to occur, and that sentiments of 
vexation on the part of foreign navigators, and perhaps of hos- 
tility on the part of the natives, will continue to be engendered 
until the native authorities take the question of promulgating 
the collision rules warmly in hand ; and until this is done, and 
every Chinese navigator is made to understand the rules, their 
absence, and the uncertainty how far the. provisions of the rules 
are natural and ought to be enforced as the dictated of common 
senee, will embarrass the Courts into which these collision cases 
come. -

- The arrest of Gen. Le Gendre at Amoy seems to have been a 
mistake, or at least premature, as there is, as yet, no war be- 
tween the Japanese and Chinese. It is the general desire of 
foreigners that the Chinese should get thrashed, as, if they were 
successful against the Japanese, the lives of foreigners would not 
besafe, asthey wouldcertainly commit some outrage. ThisTientsin 
affair confirms this view. The disaster to the Stonewall at Naga- 
saki is unfortunate for the Japanese at this juncture, but it is to be 
hoped she may be raised. Teamen here are hoping that the port 
of pe die may be blockaded by the Japs, as the price of tea in 
England would go up at once. They consider athree months’ block- 
ade would be a most satisfactory proceeding, bat Thardly think the 
Japanese have force enough to cause a blockade to be respected 
by foreign Powers. The Chinese blockade of Hong Kong in 
time of peace is an anomaly that would hardly have been borne 
in the time of Cromwell or Elizabeth, but Gladstone and Co. had 
little of the public spirit that Englishmen ought to have when 
the honour of their country is at stake. Fancy a French Custom 
House in London and French cruisers at Ramsgate to seize and 
confiscate French vessels for entering or leaving the Port of 
London, and you have an exact counterpart of the state of affairs 
at Hong Kong for the last two years. The Chinese cruisers 
have been in English waters only a quarter of a mile from Hong 
Kong island, aad no Chinese port within eighty miles on the 
north or 290 miles on the south, viz. Canton and Foochow. To 
gave trouble the Chinese have established a regular Custom 
House in Hong Kong to issue port clearances, and have also 
begun to arrest Chinese subjects in Hong Kong, and send them 
to Canton for punishment. Surely our present Government 
canna be so pusillanimous as to submit to this any longer, 
and lower the prestige of England, not only in the eyes 
of the Chinese, but foreigners of other nationalities. 
It is reported that the Taoutai of Shanghai waited on 
Mr. Medhurst, English Consul, a few days ago, to ask if he 
would defend the city in case of a rising of the rebels, of which 
the Chinese authorities seem apprehensive. He, of course, 
declined, but informed him that the Chinese Government would 
be held responsible for any damage to foreign property. The 
real danger seems to be from their own soldiers, i are a re- 
ey? “rabble rout.” The Japanese state positively that 
e Chinese disclaimed in writing all sovereignty over the 
of Formosa inhabited by the independent tribes. The Chinese 
have played this game so often with the English, who always 
swallowed the baits like gobemouches, but the Japanese took 
them at their word. It shows the necessity of exacting redress 
from the Chinese when outrages are perpetrated. The Chinese 
are now fully alive to their mistake, and are making desperate 
efforts to repair the blunders, but their military preparations are 
an utter failure. The Chinese authorities have applied to the 
foreign consuls to make Shanghai a neutral port in case of war.

I fancy that Shanghai ought to be a neutral port, 
so that the Japanese should stay outside Woosung and not come 
up the river and burn the arsenal, and capture the city, of which 
ey are in dread.

HONG KONG. 

Our advices by the present mail extend to the 5th September ; 
the P. and O. mail from London July 24 was received on the 
30th August. The following items of news are from the Hong 
Kong Daily Press :— 

We learn that a man who was captured at Canton as one of 
those concerned in the recent piracy on board the Spark made a 
confession of the facts connected with the affair prior to his 
death, which took place some time after his capture. He had 
been seriously wounded in an encounter which faa taken place 
between the junk which he belonged to and another which was 
to have taken part in the proceedings, but was not up to time, 
and he had also received some wounds ina desperate attempt 
which he made to prevent himself from being taken. From 
these injuries he died shortly after he had made his state- 
ment. From his account it appears that it was intended 
that some seventy men should join in the affair—thirty 
among the passengers and forty upon a lange junk—the one 
which missed the rendezvous and was employedjin addition 
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to the smaller one which took the pirates off after the affair was 
over. These men were got together by a species of head 
irates who, on the information of one who had been in the 
bit of travelling on board the Spark, promised each to pro- 
vide so many men. The large junk with forty men on board 
was unable to come up in consequence of the Ain-Shan bei 
delayed in passing the Spark by the tide, and consequently 
no active part; but it seems that after the piracy was over 
they came up with the small junk and demanded a share of the 
plunder ; but this being refused on the ground that they had 
done nothing, a fight ensued, in which several men on both 
sides were seriously wounded. This di ent among the 
robbers may possibly have the effect of aiding in the capture 
of those immediately concerned, and the confession of the man 
taken at Canton will probably also be of assistance in their 
capture. We hear that the authorities at Canton are most 
anxious to punish the pirates, and there is no doubt that the 
utmost exertions will be made for their capture.—By the Elk 
we learn that three more pirates had been captured at Canton. 
At the Police Court on the 3rd Sept. Wong Chas Ying, appre- 
hended at Wanchi ; Wong Asin, apprehended at West Point; 
Kwok Chi Ping, alias Kwok Ting On, Chan Yip Cheong, Chan 
Foo Kam, Chan Kam Cheung, and Wong Choi Hong, appre- 
hended at Aberdeen, were charged with piracy and murder. 
After some evidence had been taken the accused were remanded 
until the 8th Sept. 

A very severe squall visited the colony at 1 a.m. on the 4th 
Sept., causing consternation on the water, particularly amongst 
the sampans and cargo boats, who were not pre for any 
such thing. Several capsized, and it is re that five or 
six Chinese are missing. The squall came dean Happy Valley 
with tremendous force, and the heavens appeared as if on fire, 
flashes and sheets of lightning darting about in all directions. 
Some very heavy peals of thunder brought down torrents of 
rain, and the squall swept along Wanchi Bay with terrific force, 
causing vessels in its course to swerve at their moorings very 
heavily. The iron roof on the new pier came to grief completely, 
injuring most of the pillars which supported it. In stead gro 
of the town damage to venetians and windows formed the 
principal items. The squall lasted only an hour. 

Thirteen gamblers have been arrested by 1 r Cradock 
and a party of police in a house in Jose East-street, Tank lane. 
The gamblers consisted of five Portuguese females, three Portu- 
guese males, three Chinese females, and two Chinese males. They 
were brought before Mr. May, the police magistrate, and con- 
victed. e first and second defendants were fined $200 each, 
or six months’ imprisonment ; the eleventh defendant, a singing 
woman, was discharged, and the other two China women, twe! 
and thirteenth defendants, were fined $25 each, or two months’ 
imprisonment. The rest of the Portuguese defendants were 
fined $50 each, or three months’ imprisonment, except the third 
defendant, who was recognised as having acted as manager on 
one occasion, and she was fined $100, or four months’ imprison- 
ment. 

The Spanish steamer Formosa reports that on entering the Ly- 
ee-moon pass a junk bore under her stern and seized the patent 
jog, ont refused to give it up until firearms were presented 
at them. 

We are informed, by good authority, that the Provincial Go- 
vernment of Foochow contemplates again employing foreigners 
for service afloat. The present discipline of the men and condi 
tion of the vessels is represented to be most ineffective. 

The P. and O. Co.’s steamer Massilia is, we believe, likely to 
become the property of the Japanese Government. 





STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 13th 
September ; the P. and O. mail from London, 7th August, was 
received on the 6th Sept. The following summary of news is 
from the Straits Times :— 

An interesting cricket match, between eleven of the Army, 
Navy, snd Civil Services, and eleven of the Singapore Cricket 
Club, which was commenced three weeks ago on the cricket- 
ground on the Esplanade, has been concluded, resulting ina vic- 
tory for the Singapore Cricket Club, by only two wickets. The 
termination of the e was witnessed with much interest, a8 
up to the finish the Services played with the utmost determina- 
tion, and it was only by the last effort on the part of the Club 
that the game was won. The band of the 10th Regiment en- 
livened the play on the last day of the match, and the field was 
honoured by the presence of many fair spectators. 

A bundle of bank notes which has been found by the Inspec- 
tor-General of Police proved to belong to the Nacodah of a native 
vessel from the Gulf of Siam, who had received them from a rice 
shopkeeper in Hill-street in payment for a cargo of paddy, and 
dropped them out of his et before leaving the shop. — re 
notes were picked up by a coolie, but another who saw him 4?. 
this claimed a half share, and while they were disputing a third 
person, the master of the shop came up, and he also a 
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share. The result was that one of the parties, being dissatisfied 
with the pore? distribution of the spoil, reporad the matter 
to the police, who recovered all the notes, and locked up the three 
isputants on a charge of criminal misappropriation. 
fire has occurred at Siglap, in which an unfortunate China- 
man lost his life. The building was an attap hut, in which two 
Chinamen lived, one sleeping in the body of the hut and the 
other in a small projecting shed attached. The inmate of the 
larger room was awakened by the fire just in time to escape, but 
the other’s escape was cut off, and he was burned to death. The 
‘origin of the fire is unknown. 
aptain Walshe, Magistrate of Police, goes home by the pre- 
sent mail steamer on six months’ leave of absence. Mr. C. B. 
Waller will act as Police Magistrate in his stead. 

The tragedy recently enacted in Canton river on board the 
steamer Spark should not be allowed to pass as an idle tale that 
is told, signifying nothing. It is pregnant with warning, quite as 
much to the merchants, owners, and captains of the Straits as to 
those of Hong Kong or all China, for we have steamers and 
sailing vessels, often crowded with Chinese passengers, coming 
and going to and from our ports, China, and Australia, on board 
which the same scene may any day take place, with equal, if 
not more, facility and fatality. There is no one, who knows any- 
thing of these steamers or passenger ships, but must be well 
aware that the precautions against any ible emeutes on board 
of them are lax in the extreme, and ma said to be inducements 
to mutiny, a premium on piracy and murder. There is gene- 
rally a battery of half-a-dozen old firearms, unloaded but well- 
oiled, with powder and bullets carefully laid up nobody knows 
where when wanted, and there may also be a similar number of 
cutlasses, also well-oiled, but blunt as colters, and these consti- 
tate the weapons of defence of a handful of Europeans, taken by 
surprise and scattered all over the vessel, against one to eight 
hundred merciless ignorant coolies, led by determined ruffians, who 
know well that they must succeed and be thorough in their bloody 
work, or either be drowned or hanged. There is every probability 
that the emigration of Chinese coolies to Queensland ane Port Dar- 
win by the Eastern and Australian Mail Company and other 
steamers will be ona large scale. The E. and A. Company’s 
boats have already taken considerable numbers to Queensland and 
brought many back. Are their boats, for example, sufficiently 
or even decently provided with arms, and are there regulations 
in force on board to put down any sudden flood of mutiny that 
may take place when least looked for? We fear not, and we 
trust the Houipany will be wise in time and insist upon the most 
stringent discipline being established on board all their boats, 
especially any carrying bullion or valuable cargo of a portable 
nature with a large number of Chinese coolies, in order to meet 
and quell any attempt such as that which was so fatally successful 
on board the Spark.

IMPORTS. 

Yoxouama.—During the fortnight business, both in Yarns and Grey 
Shirtings, had continued quiet, and tates for the lower qualities, 
although without quotable change, were decidedly weaker. T-Cloths 
had been in good demand, stocks being nil ; and Velveta had continued 
to be asked for at the advance previously established. In Mousselines 
de Laine there had been a fair business, at higher rates; whilst as re- 
oes other descriptions of Fancy Goods, although no actual demand 

existed, new parcels had been freely taken upon speculation. The 
inquiry for Blankets had continued. Stocks of manufactured Iron 
were still large, but suitable sizes of Bar Iron were saleable. Small 
Nail Rods showed little improvement, but rather better rates could be 
obtained for assorted sizes. 

SHancual.—Extreme dulness had prevailed in the market during the 
week, and, owing to unfavourable advices from the northern ports, prices 
of many articles showed a tendency to decline.

ManiLa.—There had been no improvement to report in the market 
for Plain Staples, and values in most cases remained unaltered.

KASHGAR AND CHINA. 
(Times’ TELEGRAM.) 

BERLIN, Oct. 13.—Yakoob, the Ameer of Kashgar, iis as active as ever. 
While supporting the rebels in Khokand and preparing to extend his 
dominion in a western direction by the annexation of that principality, 
he about four months ago despatched a considerable force east, intend- 
ing to follow up his previous victory over the Chinese by a decisive 
blow. His troops march in two columns, the one procceding along the 
southern slopes of the Thian Shan towards Khami, the other keeping 
north, and making for Barkul. The Chinese had two armies in the 
country —a small force surrounded by Dungan rebels at Kur Kara Su, 
about 200 miles east of Russian Kuldja, and a larger one at Suchau, in 
the province of Hansi, 300 miles south-east from the Khami Barkul 
region on the eastern spurs of the Gelesni ridge. News of a oollision 
is shortly expected. The natives, who have hitherto acted as Russian 
commercial agents in the smaller towns of Kashgar and Bokhara, 
are being gradually superseded by officials sent from Tashkend.

THE EASTERN EXTENSION AUSTRALASIA AND 
y. s. GHINA TELEGRAPH COMPANY. 


The. half-yearly general meeting of this company was held at the 
City Terminus Hotel yesterday—Mr. John Pender, M.P., in the chair. 
The report presented was summinrised in our last issue. © 


“The Chairman, in moving the adoption of the report, said that he 
was aorry he could not congratulate the shareholders upon the cables 
being in perfect working order.. That section between Saigon and Hong 
Kong was not at work, but in two or three days they hoped to receive 
intelligence of the. fault having been repaired, and the company being 
again in telegraphic communication with China. The cause of the in- 
terruption was attributable to the typhoons which} had passed over 

. Hong Kong, doing considerable damage ; but the fault in the cable 
was believed to be close. to Hong Kony, in which case, as he had 
previously stated, it would no doubt be sp.cdily repaired, as the 
ship for~ that purpose, he hoped, was now on the ground. ® Un- 
‘fértunately they had been unable to work with the Great 
Northern Company, an interruption having occurred in that com- 
pany’s cable between Hong Kong and Amoy and between Amoy 
and Shanghai, so that they could not communicate with Hong Kong by 
that route. Since the last meeting they had ‘had’ two interruptions, 
one lasting for a few hours'and one for a few days—the latter having 
hean: causéd by some Chinamen picking up the cable and selling it in 
the open market. This was probably done through ignorance, but as 
the offenders were now suffering punishment for the offence future pil- 
fering on the part of the Chinamen would no doubt be prevented. In 
other respects the affairs of the company have been going on satis- 
. factorily.: The income had been’ £9,000 more compared with the corre- 
. Sponding period of last year, whilst the expenses compared with the same 
period were £900 less. The directors found, however, with the greater 
experience gained in reapect to submarine telegraphy, that careful super- 
“wision and some expense were necessary for the maintenance of the 
cables. As by experience they could easily find out the position of any 
. fault, they hoped by experience to find out the beat means of preventing 
them. The debenture debt was being reduced, and it was hoped in.a 
short’ time that it would be got rid of altogether. A question which 
had been agitating the shareholders was that of amalgamation, but sv 
far as-he had been able to judge of the circulars which had been issued 
he hoped the shareholders would not allow themselves to be carried 


away by ex parte statements. The directors had been in favour of ' 


amalganiation, but there was a limit even to amalgamation. When 
companies wete working in a particular groove, amalgamation might be 
beneficial; but .if it were extended t6 systems which would not work 
well with each other, much difficulty might arise, and then an amal- 
gamation would do more harm than good. Then, as regards the ex- 
penses, he believed that were the amalgamation to take place, it would 
to a very small degréé lessen the expense of management. A few of 
the shareholders were anxious that an amalgamation should take place 
with the Globe, but it must be rethembe-ed that the Globe had been 
established on the principle of a trust company. If it were dec'ded 
that this company should be amalgamated with the Globe, that com- 
pany would not be in a position to take this. They would have to 
judge whether the excess of any one interest would not so overbalance 
another interest as to seriously. interfere with the Globe dividends. 
The question of making afresh issue was now under the consideration 
of the Globe Company ; and in the event of that isaue being made, it 
‘would be made‘upon such principles as would maintain the safety of 
the Globe. Those desirous of joining the Globe would have little dif- 
.fioulty in doing so even at the present moment. If any shareholder 
wished to put his interest into the Globe, he believed, if he would 
present to the Globe so many shares in one company and so many in 
another, so as to maintain the proper equilibrium of the Globe, that 
company would be prepared.to deal with him. It would be impossible 
for them to force themselves upon the Globe, and the board had always 
been most careful in not lending themselves to forward any exchange 
business of any kind. “With regard to the defalcation which had taken 
place at Shanghzi, he said that the board had ddne everything possible 
to prevent anything of the kind; still thé distance rendered it impossible 
effectually. to check such thingy altogether. The resolution for the 
adoption of the report was seconded, and after a few congratulatory 
remarks from a shareholder, was adopted unanimously, .

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) - 

: : : Amersrpam, Oct. 7. 
It has pleased his Majesty to release the Lieut.-General Van Swieten 
from his military duties, and to restore to him again his pension, which 
ceased when he started for Atchin. His mission is therefore at an end. 
But, alas, up to this moment there is no question at all of 4 treaty of 
peace with Atchin. The natives are not subdued ; our authority has 
not been acknowledged by the Atchinese. The “ grey-haired ” general 
has not done what it was thought and hoped he would do. - The first 
expedition was a failure, and the setond’was not more successful. We 
must now wait for the issue of the third, which, by the way, the thiek 
and thin supporters of the re-pensioned general maintain is by no 
means necessary. It is not quite clear why they talk such nonsense ; 
perhaps they fear that should it be successful the bad tactics of General 
Van Swieten may be demonstrated thereby. But whilst it is advo- 
cated that a third expedition is quite superfluous, higher bounties are 
being paid to recruits for the East India army ; men-of-war are being 
equipped for our East India squadron ; fresh troops are being sent out, 
and artillery has been ordered from Batavia to Atchin, What does ell 
this signify if no third expedition is necessary ? In your last issue you 
printed the news that a dinner had been given by the newly-appointed 
Minister of the Colonial Department to the commanders of the army 
and the navy of the second expedition. The Kurhaus at Scheveningen 
was most splendidly decorated for the occasion. About fifty persons 
were invited by Mr. Van Goltstein, and amungst them werg the Prince 
of Orange, Prince Alexander, the Ministers, Messrs. Van de Putte, 
Gericke, Van Bosse, &c. I donot think it is of any use to reproduce the 

several toasts ; cc ne sont que ces mots, only words. ; ie 
The result of the elections at Tiel and Leeuwarden has been advetse 
to the new Cabinet, Messrs. Van Rappard and De Roo Van Alderwerelt 
having been elected. The first-named is most certainly a Conservative, 
but with an anti-revolutionary bias, so that he perhaps will help to 
remove the stumbling-bluck (the Instruction question) out of the way 
of the Ministry. The latter is the well‘known Radical, who contri- 
buted so largely to the bringing of the Liberal party into bad repute. 
The result of the election “at Hoorn, where Mr. Fransen Van de Putte 
was brought forward by the Liberals, is looked for with some interest. 
It may be that he will be beaten by the Conservative candidate, Mr. C. 

Bloem, « business-man, well-known in that district. : 
The Conservative press is anything but satisfied with the Cabinet, and 
they fear especially that the Radical friends uf Mr. Van Goltstein will 
lead him on a bad road. One paper is moat astonished that this Minis- 


ter had the courage to appoint Mr. Elout as a functionary in his depart- 


ment, which even Mr. Van de Putte declined to do. He is, the paper 
says, a promoter of the radical Atehin policy. But there are still more 
important reasons for distrusting Mr. Van Goltstein. At the banquet 
alluded to above he glorified in a toast “the victories in Atchin,” and 
ventured to say that the state of our East India colonies is satisfactory. 
The Dayblad is convinced that Mr. Van Goltatein is not the right man 
in the right place. 

The business of the Second Chamber has not been important. Some 
Bills have been laid before the members, but they are scarcely worthy 
of notice. As reporters in the sections upon the East India Budget 
are appointed Messrs. Van Loon, Nierstrasz, C. Van Nispen, Mackay, 
and Gevers Deynovt. The Vaderlund says that in the sections: many 
objections have been made by the Liberals that the favourable balances 
are still absorbed on behalf of the mother country. I may, however, 
state that Mr. Van der Heim has better intentions. With his next 
budget be will propose such measures as to enable us to manage with- 
out the contribution from Java. ‘ om 

The managers of the Dutch India Railway Company intend to propose 
at the general meeting of shareholders, to be held here on the 27th 
inst., to issue the prospectus of a loan of 6,000,000 guilders. One- 
third of this sum will be applied to the purchase of material and the 
building of termini. The plan seems to be a most complicated financial 
operation, but I must add that this opinion is only based on a very 
short and rather incomprehensible notice which has gone the round of 
the papers. " 

I am happy to state ‘that the lawsuit Angelbeck rersus the Govern- 
ment has at last been brought to an end, This gentleman sued for 
an indemnification upon his being prematurely released from his 
duties. The Supreme Court has admitted his claims. :

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THE EXTINCTION OF SLAVERY IN SIAM. 

In the short compass of a single article we can do but 
meagre justice to a question so complicated as this. Slaves 
in Siam may be roughly divided into three classes. First, 
there is the serfdom common to many of the inhabitants of 
Siam, especially among those whose fathers were originally 
captives taken in war. Under this system thousands of 
the people are enrolled as" dependents either of one of the 
Kings or some great noble, and have to render three months’ 
personal service annually, or, failing that, to pay a fixed 
peuniny composition. Secondly, there are those who 

ave voluntarily sold themselves into slavery. And finally, 
there are those who are slaves by the accident of birth. In 
the 31st chapter of Mrs. LEONOWEN’s work, “The Romance 
of Siamese Hareem Life,” we are told that the present King 
of Sram abolished slavery on the Ist of January, 1872. 
The words of the proclamation issued for carrying that 
project into effect are quoted, and a few lines further on 
we find it stated that on the date referred to men and 
women “found themselves absolutely free.” It is there- 
fore impossible to doubt that some important modifications 
of the Siamese slave system were introduced during the 
early part of 1872 ; and we conjecture that it was the serf- 
dom or three months’ annual service which was abolished. 
But that domestic slavery in its various forms must still 
exist in the country is clear from the announcement pub- 
lished in the Siam Weekly Advertiser of the 6th of August 
last. From that we learn that on July 22nd the Kine 
proposed to the Council the consideration of a plan to ter- 
minate slavery as it now exists in Siam. Heretofore hus- 
bands could sell their wives, parents their children. When 
parents were both slaves the children born to them in that 
state were also slaves. The old laws placed a valuation on 
born slaves from the day of their birth till they were one 
hundred years old. On the payment of this jeeal sum the 
slave could always secure his redemption. nder that 
system slavery would be a condition all through life, unless 
the legal sum could be paid down. Advantage was taken 
of these laws by the parties selling to obtain from others 
more than the legal sum, thus accumulating upon their vic 
tims amounts that it was absolutely impossible for them to 
Pay, so that they could never hope to recover their personal 
edom. The fact is, that in a country such as Siam, 
where slavery from the dawn of its history has been an 
ingrained social institution, the mere brutum fulmen of a 
Royal Proclamation can never eradicate the evil. The 
tpse dizit of a King, however despotic, has no real power to 
revolutionise in a breath the established relations of em- 
ployer and workman, master and servant, debtor and cre- 
ditor; or to overturn a wide-spread system of voluntary 
contract, by which, in consideration of a pecuniary advance, 
a man binds himself to reside in his befriender’s house, and 
yield him stipulated personal service. Long-established 
customs, though they may be mischievous in their results, 
cannot be so easily got rid of. Cana legal prohibition stop 
opium smoking if, from inveterate habit, people choose to 
indulge in the practice? Assuredly it cannot; but the 
laws may succeed for all that in suppressing opium dens, 
in preventing the cultivation of the poppy, and in putting 
restrictive duties on the importation of the drug. It is, 
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these that Siam must rely for the gradual extinction of 
slavery. Obviously the evil is a great one, for, as in all 
other nations where slave labour exists, so also among the 
Siamese, the hired labour of free men is very bad, very 
dear, and in some important branches—such, for example, 
as cutting and clearing away rank vegetation 
cult, nay, almost impossible to obtain. It is, in fact, the 
dearness and scarcity of her labour market that retards the 
progress of Siam. Labour for pay is scorned by the poorer 
classes, and relegated to the slaves. The country is not 
over-peopled. There is abundance of rice, fish, and vege- 
tables for all, and hence, with a low standard of comfort, 
the people refuse to work. This being so, the capital 
necessary for the development of industry is not tempted 
into the country. Trade languishes, and when—as in the 
case of the Indo-Chinese sugar mill—a real effort is made, 
it results in hopeless failure, because imported labour is too 
costly to admit of success. Hitherto the Siamese rulers 
have been blind to their own interests, and instead ot 
doing what they can to cer their own labour market, 
they have made it dearer. Thus, with the really large re- 
venues derived from their import and export duties since 
foreign trade was introduced, they have ‘been building tem- 
ples, which, while from their nature they yield no return 
for the capital sunk upon them, yet render the Government 
competitors with private capitalists for such labour as is 
to be had, and thus raise the rate of wages for all. 
Assuming, then, that the Government either has 
abolished, or can immediately abolish, the serfdom first re- 
ferred to, paying compensation to the nobles who hold 
such serfs whenever justice requires it, what further steps 
can they take, to be successful, so as to get rid of slavery 
in its other forms? Indirect means, as we have said, must 
be adopted. One of the leading causes of slavery in Siam 
arises from the laws of debtor and creditor, and the profli- 
te habits of the people. Thus a man either by gambling, 
aauking. or opium-smoking will get himself hopelessly 
into debt, obtain an advance at interest to discharge his 
liabilities, and end by finding himself and his family en- 
slaved. Now in England a promise made without consi- 
deration is not legally recoverable, and hence gambling 
debts cannot be enforced. Let the same rule be intro- 
duced into Siam, and one great fountain-head of self-in- 
curred servitude will have been immediately dried up. 
Again, in this country we have “The Tippling Act,” 
which obliges publicans to exact ready-money payments 
for the liquor they retail by the glass, and renders it diffi- 
cult for a half-intoxicated man to run up a ruinous bill. 
Some regulation of this kind might be applied in Siam to 
the spirit shops and opium dealers; and generally the 
laws of debtor and creditor might be judiciously and care- 
fully reformed, and some bankruptcy system introduced, 
such a system as while it repressed fraud and recklessness 
among debtors might yet check rich people from lending 
sums to the hopeleasly insolvent who have nothing but 
their personal security to offer. The present law in Siam 
is that so soon as the interest on a loan (which is very 
high) has accumulated till it equals the principal nothing 
further can be charged, and hence the creditor at once 
seizes the debtor’s person and family, and reduces them to 
domestic servitude. This usury law ought to be abolished. 
So long as a debt remains unpaid common sense requires 
that the interest should run on; but there can be no ob- 
jection to a man if he cannot pay the yearly interest agree- 
ing with his creditor to render him annually a certain 
number of days’ service, paying in labour, in fact, instead 
of coin. Unsecured loans in civilised countries are covered 
by life insurance ; and perhaps a Government life insurance 
might turn out very profitable to the Siamese treasury. 
If a debtor will neither work nor pay interest he might be 
imprisoned ; but masters ought no longer to be allowed 
to beat their slaves. So far the proceedings to be adopted 
are tolerably simple, but a difficulty arises as to runaway 
debtors, slaves as we should call them. This is a misfor 
tune which overtakes creditors in every nation, and which 
can never be wholly checked ; but in Siam the present system, 
by which slaves are very much at their master’s mercy, and 
often harshly treated and put in irons, makes them bolt — 
much more frequently than they would do under milder and# 
juster laws. Debtors, too, would be less apt to abscond 


then, on such indirect and slowly operating processes as | the police system were effective, and communication #0 ea#Y 
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between one province and another as to render re-capture 
and punishment nearly certain toensue. This reflection sug- 
gests another desirable step. Let the Siamese exterminate 
all the dacoits who infest their jungles ; for these dacoits 
are mostly nothing more than runaway slaves, who are 
driven to robbery for a livelihood. If there were no 
thieves men would not disappear into the jungles, and in 
the towns they would be re-caught. Husbands ought no 
longer to be allowed to sell their wives into slavery. True 
they pay money for them on marriage, a custom which has 
prevailed among nearly all nations in a certain Serie of 
civilisation, but when a man buys a wife he gets something 
in return for his money. The children of slaves, again, are 
born in slavery. This usage prevails because when a debtor 
dies he leaves nothing except his children to cover his lia- 
bility. But the principle that children are born responsible 
for their parents’ debts ought to be at once put an end to. 
Unsecured claims should either lapse entirely on the 
decease of the insolvent slave, or else be covered, as we 
have said, by life assurance. Children brought from China 
and purchased and reared by Siamese should become free 
on attaining manhood ; and, lastly, where a slave is allowed 
by his master to take service with a foreigner at a high 
rate of wages on condition of paying his master the interest 
on his debt and half the surplus of his wages all such con- 
tracts should be void at law. A creditor is entitled to 
interest for his money, and repayment of his capital if he 
can obtain it, but the importance of encouraging industry 
and readiness to labour among the lower classes is so great 
—especially in a kingdom like Siam—that every working 
man should be protected in the enjoyment of the money 
which by his own exertions he has secured for himself. 


THE HONG KONG BLOCKADE QUESTION. 

“< THE trade of Hong Kong is its real vitality ; there is 

“ no territory, and without trade it is nothing ; those who 
have lost Heavily by the blockade can realise the truth 
* of this fact.” These are almost the very words which 
fell from the mouth of one of the speakers at the meeting 
of the Hong Kong Chamber of Commerce, held on the 
3rd of August, and they sum up as concisely as possible 
the very serious grievance, of which the colonists are loud 
in their complaints. For some years past certain Chinese 
cruisers have been in the habit of watching for junks 
leaving or going to Hong Kong, and what their object was 
it would be pure waste of time to discuss. Matters at last 
ot to such a pitch that trade was completely paralysed, 
for Hong Kong was certainly no longer a free port, except 
in name ; even fishing and vegetable boats were overhauled. 
“ A Commission was in consequence appointed, which 
“© made inquiries, examined witnesses, and sent in a report 
* to the Government at the latter end of April.” A mem- 
ber of the Chamber of Commerce had, at the invitation 
of the Governor, been delegated to the Commission, and 
on this ground, and apparently on this ground alone, 
the Chamber thought itself entitled to a copy of the 
report. We are, however, of opinion that the Chamber 
of Commerce was wrong to expect the Governor to fur- 
nish it with a copy of the report in question, for the 
Commission of Inquiry was a Government one, and as 
such its report had to be forwarded home ; the fact of a 
merchant being a member of the Commission did not alter 
its character. The Governor declined to comply with the 
request of the Chamber, but expressed his readiness to 
forward to the Colonial-office any representation or memo- 
rial on the blockade question. A memorial was accord- 
ingly drawn ap, and at the last meeting of the Chamber of 
Commerce its “general principle” was agreed to. This 
memorial consists of eleven clauses, and may be briefly 
summarised as follows :—The Hoppo of Canton,—a mere 
farmer of the revenues of that port,—causes junks trading 
with Hong Kong to be watched and “squeezed,” on the 
pretext that certain regulations of his have not been com- 
plied with! Sometimes they are even taken up to Canton 
and confiscated. The said Hoppo illegally requires that 
all junks should be “reported at Custom-house at Canton, 
‘‘ pay such duties as he may choose to impose, and obtain 
“a clearance before leaving the port of Hong Kong.” If this 
statement be capable of proof, and we presume that it is, 
we are not surprised at these proceedings being called 
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high-handed ; the term is too mild, for, in point of facts 
they amount to piracy, if the Hong Kong junks are bound 
on a legitimate voyage. This regulation as to clearances, 
&c., “has had the most injurious effect on the trade 
of the colony,” and a certain branch of the junk trade 
has entirely ceased. But it seems that the Hoppo 
is not the only enemy of the Hong Kong junk e, 
for there are many other cruisers belonging to the 
collector of the /ekin (war-tax), and the farmer of the 
salt-tax ; ‘‘all these vessels prey indiscriminately on the 
junks trading with the colony ;” what wonder then that 
the local trade of Hong Kong is so crippled! Again, 
these armed cruisers are all under the supervision of 
a steam gun-boat, the Peng Chao Hai, which claims 
the rights of a man-of-war to enter and leave Hong 
Kong harbour without reporting herself, or obtaining 
a clearance. Further, the Hoppo employs British sub- 
jects in_ his cruisers, which is considered a violation 
of the Foreign Enlistment Act. The memorialists un- 
derstand that junks trading (say) to Formosa and Hainan 
“ have practically to pay double duty, as the authorities of 
“ those ports a ignore the payments to the Can- 
“ ton authorities,” and the unfortunate junk owner's chances 
of obtaining restitution through any source whatever are 
remarkably slight. As an instance in point the case of the 
Kum Hop Sing is quoted, but this does not appear a very 
happy illustration, for the vessel admittedly Tete Formosa 
without the “ Grand Chop,” and, therefore, her papers were 
not in order, although the junk owner asserts that they 
were such as he had been trading with for years. In con- 
nection with this matter the memorialists regret to state that 
H.M.’s Consul at Canton seems to accept the statements of 
the Customs authorities at that port “as true, and to throw 
discredit on assertions made against them.” The me- 
morialists next go at length into their grievance against 
H.E. the GovERNoR for withholding from them a copy of 
the report of the Commission of Inquiry. They lay stress 
on “ the statements by Chinese merchants set forth in this 
Memorial” as being “ in substance correct,” and in conclu- 
sion they urge upon Lord CARNARVON “that these proceed- 
“ings of the Hoppo and the authorities of Canton are in 
“contravention of the Treaty of Peace and Friendship 
“entered into by the respective Governments of Great 
‘“ Britain and China, and as the latter Government has ceded 
“ the Island of Hong Kong to the former, it is an unlawful 
“« proceeding to blockade all its approaches and thus render 
“ the proclamation of Her Masesty’s Government—(pre- 
“ viously alluded to]—completely nugatory.” 

We trust that the Colonial-office will give immediate 
attention to this Memorial, and as the late Attorney-Ge- 
neral of Hong Kong, Sir JULIAN PAUNCEFOTE, is now an 
Under-Secretary in the department, he will be able to afford 
Lord CARNARVON any assistance in arriving at a correct 
appreciation of the great and unjust injury inflicted on the 
colony by this system of Chinese revenue cruisers inter- 
cepting trading craft. 


CEYLON PAST AND PRESENT. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 
“ Change, change the mournful story 
OF all that’s gone before ; 
The wrecks of perished glory 
Bestrewing every shore, 
The shattered tower and palace 
That frown o’er every glen, 
In broken language tell us 
Of the fleeting power of men.” 
Who that reading the above beautiful lines and knowing the 
antecedents of this once great and powerful kingdom can fail to 
mark their applicability? Ceylon two thousand years was 
a rich, powerful, and flourishing country, with a population 
which recent writers, assisted by ancient records, assert was 
variously estimated at from five to ten millions, and this large 
population the country grew food enough to sustain. The re- 
mains of old tanks, built round with a solidity and completeness 
rarely surpassed, attest the fact that such extensive reservoirs, 
scattered all over the country, were made and maintained by the 
populace to store up water for irrigating their fields which were to 
grow their food. Successive Kings watched over these with an 
assiduity which showed they had the welfare of the inhabitants 
at heart, and although these great works were erected by Raja- 
caria (or forced labour), it was only forcing the people to feed 
themselves and live. Pagodas, dagobas and the ruins of ancient 
also attest a degree of power and splendour rarely to be 
met with in an Eastern kingdom. So skilled were the artisans 
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‘ that Kings in the Indian Peninsular frequently sent over to the 
. King of Kandy to borrow from him masons and builders to teac 
their people the kind of work at which those of Ceylon were so ex- 
. Some of their buildings were of the most gorgeouscharacten, 
At Arvuradhapura—the City of the Ninety Kings—the ruinsof the 
once far-famed Brazen Palace may still be seen; its pillars stand+ 
ing to the number of some hundreds (monoliths), in the midst o 
dense jungle. Where that royal city stood, covering an area of sixt 
teen miles square, is now a dense forest, and a few dagobas, mor¢ 
or less in ruins, are all that mark its ancient splendour. Intes+ 
tine wars and foreign wars, followed by devastation and pesti- 
lence, were the causes that led to such rapid and complete decay} 
Men were taken from their fields and their families to fight 
’ their kings’ battles; their fields were neglected ; their tanks 
went to ruin ; their population was decimated ; and when war 
had ceased pestilence took up the deadly réle and carried off its 
victims in such numbers that those remaining fled the pestilential 
spot, where population was once densest and food most abundant ; 
but when Government got into a settled state it was found that 
a population of probably ten millions had dwindled down to one 
and three-quarter millions! Such was its state when some 
twenty years ago Sir Emerson Tennant wrote his history of 
Ceylon. Its clever handicraftsmen had forgot their cunning— 
its people once hardy and bold had become feeble and effeminate 
—and artisans had to be brought from other countries to teach 
them what they once so well knew before. The advent of the 
Portuguese to some extent brought back civilisation, and the 
introduced the Roman Catholic religion. The Dutch followed, 
and introduced many improvements in lakes, canals, and com- 
merce. But it was only since the occupancy of the island by 
the British that a real hearty progressive impulse has been given 
to agriculture and commerce. During their period, which in the 
maritime provinces dates hack only seventy years, and sixty in 
the Kandyan country, the island has been opened up by roads 
which now form a network all over it. Trade, which on their 
arrival consisted of th: monopoly of the cinnamon gardens (since 
abolished)—the salt duty, also a monopoly—and a pearl fishery 
occasionally, has been developed in the growing of coffee, cocoa- 
nuts, cinnamon, tobacco, and more recently tea and cinchona, 
if our export trade has risen to the value of about 5,000,000 
pounds sterling, and our import trade is about the same, or ten 
millions in all per annum. e import about 44 million bushels 
of rice to feed the population, including about half a million 
tamils imported from India to work the coffee plantations. The 
native population at the census taken three years ago had in- 
creased to about 24 millions. The coffee, our staple, had increased 
to one million hundred weights, and Ceylon had grown to be 
the third largest coffee-producing country in the world. But 
this is only the beginning of its future. Six years ago 
our railway from Colombo to Kandy was opened. Its con- 
tinuation to Gampola, twelve miles further, was opened for 
traffic two years ago, and its extension to Nawalapitiya will 
be opened in another month. Nor is this all, a project is 
now before Government, and is being urged upon them by the 
planters, for continuing the railway northward to Matale and 
southward to Uva, including about a hundred miles of new line. 
Plans and estimates of the portion from Nawalapitiya to Uva have 
been made, estimates of probable traffic. have been got, and a 
commission has gone into the question in all its details ; the re- 
sult of which is that it has been proved that there are no in- 
aepene engineering difficulties in the way, that it goes through 
a healthy country, past numerous coffee estates, through jungle 
land that is likely to be speedily cultivated as tea and cinchona 
lantations, and that there is at present a traffic that will pay. 
is, therefore, may be considered a project to be undertaken in 
the near future. Another grand project has been decided 
upon, and, in fact, is commenced—the Colombo harbour, to 
be formed by a breakwater, enclosing a sufficient body of 
water to float comfortably all the ships that come to the i. 
By its erection ships, and especially steamers, will be able to load 
and discharge cargo at all times, without waiting till the sea go 
down, or the wind lull, or daylight arrive. Vessels of all sorts 
Eastward bound will touch here to water, coal, or repair, and be- 
sides benefiting Ceylon, it will be one of the greatest boons that 
has ever been offered to the trade of the East. Then we have the 
pamiee pags only from Colombo to Kandy and Galle—but 
from Kandy to Nuwara Eliya and Kandy to Trincomalie, flash- 
ing our messages over the principal portions of the island, and 
associated with that of India, sending messages all over the 
world. In the days of Sir Edward Barnes, the most energetic 
and successful Governor before our day, the Colombo and 
Kandy cartroad was undertaken, a great work in its day, having 
to be cut through almost impenetrable jungle; but it is as- 
tonishing how much can be done by the strong will of a deter- 
mined man. Such was Sir Edward Barnes, and the work does 
him lasting honour. Still, were Sir Edward now allowed a peep 
into the world, and were he to come to Ceylon to review the scene 
of his former labours, and could see its roadstead which in his 
time might have had four ships in a year, with its forty large 
veasels riding at. anchor at one time, steamers arriving and de- 
parting almost daily, with its ramification of roads, railways, and 
tel hs, methinks he would hold up his hands and exclaim, 
“ this is not the Ceylon that I left forty years ago.” 
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THE STRANDING OF THE “GORDON CASTLE” 
An inquiry was held last week at Greenwich Police-court, before Mr 
Patteson, the Magistrate, and Captains Hight and White, R.N., Nauti. 
cal Assessors, respecting the stranding of the steamer Gordon Castle, 
Capt. Ritchie, from China, on the Burlings, on the West Coast. of 
Portugal, on the morning of the 27th of July. Mr. Lancel Hamel 
attended for the Board of Trade ; Mr. C. J. Cottingham, instructed by 
Mr. Lambert, for the Captain ; and Mr. T. Cooper for the Owners, 
Mr. Hamel, in opening the proceedings, said the Gordon Castle left 
Woosung on the 11th of June with several ngers and a cargo of 
tea, valued at £200,000. She proceeded safely on the voyage, bound 
to London, and passed through the Straits of Gibraltar on the 25th 
July. Nothing particular occurred till shortly after 2 a.m. of the 27th, 
when she went full speed on the Burlings. The master, who was 
below at the time, immediately came on deck, and apparently did all 
he could to save ship and life. He ordered the boats to be launched, 
and the passengers were landed, and some portion of the cargo, onthe 
Burlings till 2.30 P.x., when the tide made and the ship floated. The 
master and crew then proceeded with her for Lisbon, although the 
forehold was at the time full of water ; but when off Cascaes Bay she 
had become in so dangerous a condition, the forepart of her deck being 
level with the water, that the only thing left with a view of keeping 
her from sinking was to run her ashore, which was done at about 
8.30 P.M. on the same day (the 27th). By 2 a.m. of the following day 
the ship was entirely under water. The master, however, remained 
by her, and, with assistance obtained from the shore, succeeded in 
getting her afloat and takinig her into Lisbon, where she underwent 
some temporary repairs, and was eventually brought safely to London, 
Richard Killingly Greenwood, chief officer’ on” boatd the Gordon 
Castle, stated that he was relieved at midnight on the 26th July by 
the second officer, to whom he gave the course as N. 14 degs. E. by 
the steering compass, and N. 30 E. by the standard compass, with in- 
structions to call the captain should the Burling Light be seen, or the 
weather become thick. Witness continued : While below and asleep I 
was awoke by the ship striking at 2.15 a.m. I at once went-onthe 
bridge and saw the second officer. The captain came from below at 
the same time that I did. The weather waa then thick. I only saw 
the rock ahead of the ship. I asked the second officer what he was 
doing. He said, “Going astern with the engines.” I went forward 
and found the ship’s stem crushed in against the rock. I called out 
to the captain not to go astern with the engines. The tide was then 
about half ebb. The captain ordered a boat to be got out. The ship 
then heeled over heavily to starboard. The passengers were put into 
the boat, and shortly after the crew, finding it impossible to remain on 
board, also took to the boats, and remained alongside. At day- 
light the captain ordered the crew to return on board. We then 
broke the tea out of the equare of the forehatch, and afterwards 
landed it on the rock. The forepeak was full of water, and the 
tea was broken out in order to secure the lower hatches, ao that 
the water should not rise between decks when the tide flowed. 
About half-past two p.M. of the same day, when the tide flowed, the 
ship floated off. There was then some water in the main hold, 
and the lower forehold and forepeak were full. When she floated 
off the crew were on board. Steam was got up as fast as possible, the 
captain stating his intention to be to take the ship to Lisbon. She 
was rounding Cascaes Bay, or nearing it, about half—past seven that 
evening, and, it being evident that she was settling down, the water 
then being over the fore part of the forecastle deck, which was flush, 
the captain determined upon beaching her in Cascaes Bay, and she 
was run aground about 8.20 that evening. As the tide flowed the 
water rose above (the mainhold. The captain did everything that 
was possible to save the ship. The passengers were landed on the 
rock with the ship’s papers, and were taken off next day by a passing 
steamer. I heard nv objection made by the crew to take the vessel 
from the Burlings to Lisbon. In my opinion the ship struck the rocks 
in consequence of the thickness of the fog and the Burlings Light not 
being visible—James Smith Wallace said: I was quartermaster on 
board the Gordon Castle. I came up on deck at midnight. I found the 
weather thick over head, thick to starboard, and, I should say, hary to 
port. I relieved the wheel at twelve o'clock, and received the cours 
from the man I relieved N. by E., and that course I steered by the 
steering cumpass, till about ten minutes past two, when I was 
relieved by Charles Dove, quartermaster. The weather changed from 
twelve o'clock nearly every ten minutes, sometimes clear, sometimes 
thick to port, and large drops of rain at intervals. The weather conti- 
nved like this on and off until I left the wheel. When I came on deck 
after changing my cont, I heard the sccond mate's voice ordering the 
helm to be put hard-a-starboard. I got half way up the ladder to the 
wheel when she struck, and the concussion threw me back on the deck. 
I got up and looked ahead and saw adark haze, which I took to be the 
hull of aship. I could see no lights. The first order I heard after she 
struck was to clear away the boats ; I think it was the captain's voice 
In my opinion, after the casualty the captain did everything in his 
power to save life and property. I attribute the circumstance of the 
Burling Light not being seen to the thick weather.—Charles Dove said : 
I was quartermaster on board the steamer. At two o'clock I went to 
the wheel, relieving Wallace, who gave me the course N. by E. I con- 
tinued that course until she struck. Just before she struck I sw 
something before me, dark, and the second mate called “hard a-stat 
board!” and ran to the telegraph, and then to the wheel to assist in 
putting it to starboard, and instantly she struck. I saw no light at say 
time after I took the wheel. She struck before she had time toanswe 
her helm.—William M‘Gilroy said: I was third mate on board the 
Gordon Castle. The second mate was on the bridge at 12 o'clock, jt 
being his watch. Just before the vessel struck I heard the 
mate give the order “Hard a-starboard” to the man at the wheel. 
There was an A.B, on look-out on the bridge during the whole of the 
watch, and he was there when she struck. The weather was thicki 
and foggy. It was very foggy at one time, and then ft would lift. 
When the second mate called out “Hard a-starboard,” the ceptas 
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cae on the bridge and called out “Clear away the boats.” That 
was done, and in five or ten minutes afterwards a starboard 
boat was in the water. The boats went out easily. Everybody 
ultimately left in them except the captain, who remained by the ship. 
The second mate and myself occupied the same cabin. I never saw 
him the worse for drink, or at any time to have taken drink in exceas. 
I never saw him negligent or careless about his duty.—Thomas Weir 
said : I was chief engineer on board the Gordon Castle. Between half- 
wakigioed and two o'clock on the morning of the 27th July I was going 

my room along the deck to the engine-room. Jid not notice the 
weather at that time. I found everything guing well in the engine- 
room. At two o'clock I went on deck from the engine-room. 1 saw 
the second officer on the bridge. I remained about fifteen minutes on 
deck; the night was very dark. At 2.15 a.M. I went from the bridge 
to the main deck, looked over the starboard side, and saw land appear 
suddenly on the bow. I turned and ran to the engine-room, but the 
ship struck before I got there. When I got into the engine-room the 
engines were going full speed a-head. As I was going down the stairs 
the telegraph bell rang, giving the order “Full speed astern.” That 
order was obeyed in one or two turns, The telegraph then rang again, 
conveying the order “ Full speed a-head.” We kept the engines going a- 
head till we left the ship, in consequence of an order being given totaketo 
the buats. There was no water in the engine-room when we left. I know 
that the vessel was damaged, I saw that her bows were knocked away to 
between eighteen or nineteen feet water-iuark. She had six water-tight 
compartments, and a collision bulkhead. I saw the captain on the 
bridge after she had struck, giving orders. He remained by the ship 
when the boats went off. He was promoted from second officer to first 
Officer, and from first officer to captain. I formed the very highest 
opinion of him. After we took the ship round to Cascaes Bay the fore- 
hold was full of water, and had been so since the casualty. The vessel 
was ultimately towed into Lisbon and temporarily repaired. The rent 
in the bow was filled up with cement, and the vessel eventually was 
brought to London. The bow of the ship was stove in for seventeen 
frames, sloping from twenty-one feet water-mark to the keel. The 
plates were slightly bent on the starboard side. 

A statement by,the second-mate, W. M. M’Leod, was read. It was to 
the effect that at 1 a.m. (July 27) I called the third mate on the 
bridge, and told him [ wanted him to remain on the bridge and keep a 
bright look-out ; also gave him the course (N. 30 E.) by standard com- 
pass. As I had orders to call the captain at that time, I went to the 
eaptain’s cabin and called him, and he asked me if I could seethe north 
star, and I answered “No.” There were no stars visible. I then went 
straight on the bridge, and about 1.10 a.m. the captain came up and 
remained there with me, as near as I cold judge, till 1.80 a.m. When 

‘the captain came on the bridge he asked me if I had seen any lights, 
and I answered “No,” He then said, “We must be within range of 
the lights ; keep a sharp look-out and let her go on a little longer.” 
At the time the captain was on deck the weather was dark, with ocea- 
sional passing fog banks, and all the time thick overhead, but appeared 
clear on the horizon. The water was smooth. About 2.15 a.m. I 
saw something suspicious ahead and slightly on the starboard bow, 
which I at first sighting took to be a ship standing to the N.E. on the 
port tack, the wind at the time from the N.W., and light. Iat once 
ordered the helm hard a-starboard, to pass under the stern of what I 
took to be aship, and stopped and reversed the engines. Before the 
engines had any effect as regards stopping the specd of the ship, she 
struck on a rock, no light being in sight at the time, and none having 
been seen from the time I took charge of the deck. At the time the 
-ahip struck we appeared to be steaming at the rate of ten knots an hour. 
After the ship had gone ashore on the rock, when the chief officer came 
on the bridge, after having been forward and saw as far as practicable 
the damage done, the captain made use of the expression, “ Where are 
we! we must be on the main.” The chief officer at once said, “No; 
we are on the Burlings.” The captain said, “No, we can’t be ;” and 

‘the chief officer said again, “ We are.” After the ship was beached at 
Cascaes the engines were kept going a-head till the time we left the 
ship, about one o'clock on the 28th of July; and after all hands were in 
the boats they were still moving, and continued so till the fires were 
put out. The statement of Mr. Alexander Ritchie, master of the 
Gordon Castle, was also read :—“ When we left Woosung on the 11th 
June, with a full cargo of tea, we had on board a crew of thirty-eight 
hands all told and one passenger. We subsequently took up four 
other passengers at Singapore. The passengers were two men, 

“one lady, and two children. 


The ship was well found in 
every respect, and both the hull and the’ engines were 
in good order, We carried three mates and four engineers. At 


‘one a.M., on the 27th of July the second mate called me. 
“at my chart, and then went to the bridge. The second mate and a 
man on the look-out were there. I said to the second mate I thought 
* we ought to be getting within the range of the Burlings Light. I told 
~ him to keep a good look-out. I left the bridge a few minutes past 
one to consult my chart and to give a little more distance, as the wind 
’ had moderated since I was on deck at eleven. I marked my position 
on the chart and gave the ship twenty-one miles from 10.50 P.m., when 
’ off Cape Roca. That would leave me about sixteen miles from the 
Burlings. I calculated the course I was steering would have taken me 
from four or five miles to the west of the Burlings. I sat down in my 
room on the deck with my clothes on, waiting for the second mate to 
“ inform me as soon as he had made the Burlings Light. I would never 
have left the bridge at one a.m. but for the purpose of altering my 
position on the chart through the wind having fallen. At about 
2.15 a.M. I heard a crash. I immediately ran on to the bridge. I 
found the second mate there. The engines had then just started, 
going full speed astern. I saw a rock ahead, and immediately reversed 
them to full speed ahead. The first mate came on the bridge two or 
three minutes afterwards, My reason for going full speed ahead was 
to keep the rock in the hole and to prevent the ship from backing 
off and going down in deep water. I then ordered the boats 
cout, They were promptly got out. I put the passengers and then 
the crew into the boats and stayed on deck myself, and then went for- 
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ward and had a look at the extent of the damage. I found the bows 
smushed in from the twenty-foot mark to as low as I could see. I 
had the pumps sounded, and the carpenter reported five feet of water 
in the mainhold, and the forehold full. The bows were resting on 
the rocks. I then determined to secure the fore tween deck hatch 
before the tide rose if possible, and for that purpose broke out about 
100 chests of tea, which were landed on the recks. I landed the pas- 
sengers and the ship's papers on the Burlings, and at 2 p.m. I started 
for Lisbon in hopes of reaching there. The water came over the fore- 
castle deck, and had to be baled out. The water kept gaining on us, 
so much so that when abreast of Cascaes Bay I found the ship would 
not run any longer, and the fore part of the forecastle deck was level 
with the water, and the propeller nearly altogether out of the water. 
There was then fourteen fect six inches in the mainhold, and the fore- 
hold was full. I therefore determined to beach her, which I did at 
Cascaes. Some pumps were sent out from Liverpool, and we succeeded 
in pumping her out, and she was towed into Lisbon and again beached, 
and repaired by filling up the hole in the bows with bags of cement. 
The cargo was discharged and sold by auction.’ On the 2lat Sept. I 
left Lisbon with my first engineer and a mate sent out to me by the 
underwriters, and an entirely fresh crew. On previous voyages the 
ship had always been steered the same course from Cape Roca to Cape 
Finnisterre as I gave.” Mr. Cottingham addressed the Court at some 
length on behalf of Captain Ritchie. 

The Court gave the following decision :—“ After having carefully 
weighed the evidence, as well as the statements of the master and 
second mate, and the explanation offered by the master’s advocate, the 
Court can only cume to the conclusion that Mr. Ritchie is in default for 
not using proper caution in navigating the ship under his command. 
Assuming the ship's position at 10. 50 p.m. to have been six mile true 
west of Cape Roca, a run of 24 hours, or a true north course, would 
place the ship well within the range of the lights both on Cape Car- 
voeiro and the Burlings. When the master went on deck, shortly after 
1 a.m., the state of the weather being such that he could see no lights, 
it was his bounden duty to have remained on deck until well assured 
that the vessel was past the Burlings, or, if he intended to go below, 
to have put the ship on a safe and certain course that would have 
kept ber clear of danger. Instead of this being done her course was 
only altered one quarter of a point to the northward of a course that 
the master must have known could not take him more than four or 
five miles outside the rock on which she struck, and during the whole 
of this time the ship was kept at full speed. The Court cannot accept 
the master’s plea in extenuation ‘that he was not called after one 
o'clock by the second mate, who had the watch, when the weather 
became thick and foggy,’ as the evidence does not show that there was 
any material change in the general character of the weather from the 
time the master went below, about 1.30 a.m., until immediately before 
she stranded, at about 2.20 a.m. The Court have not overlooked the 
praiseworthy conduct and exertions of the master subsequent to the 
casualty, and have given due weight to the very high testimonials 
produced by him, yet they regret that they feel it their duty to sus- 
pend his certificate for twelve months from this date, The Court 
returns the second mate his certificate.” 








CHINESE PIRATES.—_THE “SPARK” OUTRAGE. 
(DAILY NEWS.) 

The piratical outrage on the Canton river, of which we have just 
received the detailed accounts, appears to have been one of the most 
audacious enterprises reported even of Chinese piracy for many years. 
Perhaps the term piracy may suggest at the outset an entirely errone- 
ous idea to some of our readers. This was no story after the fashion 
of Cooper or of Byron. Nor does it bring to mind any of the enter- 
prises of Algerine rovers, or even of the less romantic desperadoes of 
more modern times in.the Eastern Archipelago. It bears a closer re- 
semblance to the sort of feat which our own times have occasionally 
witnessed when a railway train in some disturbed Spanish district, or 
in one of the Western territories of the American Union, is suddenly 
stopped, boarded, if we may ugo such an expression, and robbed by 
some gang of marauders who have accomplices among the passengers. 
We need hardly tell our readers that piracy in some shape or other 
has long been as familiar a crime through most of the Chinese seas 
and rivers us brigandage in Mexico or Calabria, or as wrecking 
was said to Le in older days along our Cornish coasts. Of late years 
the Canton river pirates had limited their operations almost altogether 
to the junks of their compatriots. It is hinted, or more than hinted, 
by European journals in China, that even at Hong Kong our authori- 
ties have not troubled themselves much about the pursuits and the 
exploits of the robber colonies, as long as their emissdries confined their 
expeditions to the plunder of Chinese vessels. We do not venture to 
say that there is any truth in this allegation, or that anything 
which could have been done to put down the practice of piracy was left 
undone by the authorities at Hong Kong. But it is certain that for 
weeks before the recent tragedy the cases of attack upon native vessels 
in the Canton river were following each other with an audacious brisk- 
ness which recalled the memory of the worst of the bad old days, and 
at last the climax came in the cool, daring, and successful crimes which 
were perpetrated on board the unfortunate Spark. 

The first thought, perhaps, that will occur to any one is, that the 
captain and officers of the vessel seem to have been as ill-provided with 
the means of defending themselves as if they were steaming along the 
Thames or the Rhine. There is, indeed, good reason to believe that 
there must have been accomplices of the pirates among the passengers, 
but the great majority of the latter were treated by the pirates as their 
prey, and robbed and ill-used, and these might surely have counted for 
something in the way of assistance if the captain and crew had been in 
a position to make any promising defence. The pirates were about 
twenty, and are said to have boen, for the most part, armed only with 
knives. Captain Brudy and Mr. Mundy, with four or five of the crew, 
would, if proparly armed, have had very little difficulty in dealing with 
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a murderous rabble of that kind. Four Europeans, provided with good 
revolvers, might be safely trusted, when fighting for their lives, to 
have held their own against the twenty pirates. In the Border fights 
with Indians in the Western regions of the United States, the odds 
between civilised man and savage are constantly far greater against the 
civilised man ; yet his weapons and his courage have prevailed. It 
would seem as if there must be some truth in the statements made by 
correspondents of the China Mail and other journals, that the Spark 
could not have been properly armed. It is possible that fancied 
security or contempt of danger may have led her owners and officers to 
look with too complete an indifference to the chance of an attack by 
the pests of the Canton river. There do not as yet seem any very 
confident hopes of the apprehension of the pirates, although the 
English, Portuguese, and Chinese authorities are making stren- 
uous efforts for their recovery. There would necessarily, even 
if they were captured, be considerable difficulty as to their 
identification. Mr. Mundy, should he recover, might indeed be 
able to identify those with whom he was immediately engaged ; 
but it is not likely that he could speak with any certainty as to 
all or nearly all the pirates. The native passengers were probably in 
far too great a fright to be able to give any evidence to which a civil- 
ised court of law would attach much importance, and of course either 
at Hong Kong or Macao the procedure of a civilised court of law would 
have to be observed even in the trial of pirates. The Chinese Govern- 
ment doubtless, if it succeeded in capturing any cluster of persons 
supposed to be the criminals, would not hesitate about giving them 
that kind of justice which used to be described once as a short shrift 
and along rope. But that sort of proceeding would not answer any 
usoful purpose. Many suggestions are offered about the destruction of 
certain villages which are reputed to be the lairs of pirate hordes, but 
there is rather too much of panic and passion in such proposals to meet 
with the sympathy of reasonable men. Meanwhile the work of plun- 
der and murder has been wrought, and the perpetrators are as yet in 
safe possession of their spoil. 
(DAILY TELEGRAPH.) 

Without hoping that the wretches who wrought such deeds on board 
the Spark will ever be convicted of this particular piece of iniquity, it 
is clear that means must at once be taken to grapple with the evil. If 
James I. was justified in giving his consent to the expenditure of £3,000 
for the apprehension of Algerine wrong-doers, we have a far greater in- 
terest in doing away with Chinese and Malayan pirates. All along the 
coast-line from Java to Peking, all round the coast of Malacca and 
Borneo, these sea-wolves have their hiding places and their homes. 
Vast hoards of ill-gotten booty lie concealed in the caves or nests built 
upon wooden piles, with which the water-line is covered ; and here the 
hardy villains rejoice at the impunity with which they pillage and murder. 
No halo of romance surrounds their cowardly deeds ; their thirst for 
blood and treasure, their barbarities and their treacheries have long since 
stamped them as unfit to exist. Dangerous to the unwary and unpre- 
area ages may be easily exterminated if only energetic measures are 
employed. The chase and the capture would be synonymous ; and the 
bursting shell and rifle-bullet would speedily overcome the knife and 
the gingall ; while a rich booty would doubtless reward the captain and 
crew who, searching the infested coasts, might discover the lair and 
hunt out the thieving fraternity. No pangs of conscience could ever 
aseail the commander who annihilated euch pests of humanity, and no 
fear of remonstrance from mistaken philanthropists need be enter- 
tained. Beyond this, too, the rk ues the English Government is 
clear. The Chinese war junks may very excellent vessels of their 
kind, and to the Mongolian mind may possibly convey a sense of marvel- 
lour power ; but, when English lives and English commerce are at stake, 
‘we cannot trifle or leave the business in their hands. Let the Chinese send 
war junks if they please. They propose to do go, and it is no business 
of ours to prevent them. But a few swift gunboats, ready to launch the 
pinnace and cutter, and drive out the pirates from their dens, will effect 
more than all the Chinese and Japanese navies combined, and in a very 
short time will make piracy so poor and unremunerative a trade, as 
well as an exceedingly risky one, that intelligent and even unprincipled 
Malayans and Chinese will betake themselves to more peaceful and less 
dangerous rogueries. Scenes such as that acted on board the Spark 
ought not to be repeated, and Englishmen, who bear the burden of an 
expensive navy, have a right to demand that ships in sufficient numbers 
and of suitable condition be employed without loss of time in ridding 
the Indian Ocean of the curse which now afflicts it. At a moment when 
‘we are attempting to defend the slaves of Central Africa from the greed 
of Zanzibar traders, we must not overlook the interests of a vast section 
of our maritime commerce. Chinese pirates, at any rate, must be ex- 
tirpated from the seas they infest.

THE ATCHIN WAR. 
(MORNING POST.) 

The operations of the Dutch force in Atchin appear to have been 
more active during the last two months than at any time since the 
main body of the army was removed to Batavia in April last. Although 
information has been received by telegram up to the 2nd inst. there has 
not been any detailed intelligence of later date than that which has 
just come to hand vid Penang, and which gives an account of the posi- 
tion of affairs as recently as the 16th August. From these accounts it 
is evident that the Dutch are extending their hold on the country. In 
the early part of July they advanced their position considerably to the 
eastward after some hard struggling, and on the west they have made 
some little progress beyond the point at which they first landed. The 
health, too, of the army is better, and on the whole they seem really to pos- 
seas now a better prospect of ultimate success than they have hitherto en- 
joyed. But though they may believe that they now see the beginning of 
the end, the end itself is yet a long way off. The circumstances by which 
they are surrounded are unfavourable ; disease, though less prevalent, is 
still actively engaged on the side of the Atchinese, and, albeit that 
cholera and dysentery are pare apn there is still that subtle enemy 
—low fever—in the field which overthrows the strongest in a very 
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Short time. Thus the invading force is always below its proper 
4nd much time is wasted in forced inactivity. True, the victims of 
disease are replaced by fresh men continually, but even then the arm: 
is inadequate to the task assigned to it. Everything, too, connected 
with the struggle shows that the race against whom they are fighting 
are almost indomitable ; like the people of this country, they seem not 
to know when they are beaten. Look at the affair at Campong Surian 
—where men impaled themselves on the bayonets of the attacking party 
rather than surrender, and refused to receive quarter, even endeavouri 
to provoke their assailants to cruelty rather than accept mercy at their 
hands. Ina tactical point of view their fighting is not to be despised ; they 
take advantage of every opportunity to harass their enemies, actu: 
climbing trees in order to pick off the soldiers within the forts, and 
their rapidity in throwing up earthworks is remarkable. Those who 
have followed the course of this war in Sumatra will remember 
-how in the early part of the year at Mashagat the Dutch fell into s trap 
similar to that laid for them on the 26th of July last, and by which 
they were again deluded. These things are evidences of the resources, 
pertinacity, nud perseverance of the Atchinese in maintaining the 
defence of their country, and it is pitiable to think that, after all, 
their energy will not secure to them the possession of their own land in 
independence. The time when the termination of the struggle will 
arrive is probably still distaut, and it would be indeed well if the 
further expenditure of blood and money that must take place before it 
shall come could be obviated. The Dutch have now lost a valuable 
friend by the death of the Junku of Marahsa, which will per- 
haps be a very disadvantageous event for their own cause; report, 
too, saye, we know not whether truly or not, that their commander is 
wounded. Taking these matters into consideration, and looking at the 
costs in men and treasure which further operations will involve, it 
would seem that the present juncture is one when the Netherlands 
Government might be peculiarly ready to listen to mediatorial over- 
tures, There is not a shadow of doubt that the wisest course 
could pursue would be to retire from this war, which has already 
cost them so dear, and those who, from being close to the acene of strife, 
have, perhaps, better facilities than ourselves for judging the temper 
of the combatants and the prospects of the strife, do not hesitate to 
express the opinion that intervention would be welcome to both parties, 
and that, if they could do so with honour, the Dutch would gladly 
abandon their designs upon Atchin. 





THE SINGAPORE GAS COMPANY. 
The report of the directors of the Singapore Gas Company for 
the half-year ending 30th June, to be presented to the share- 
holders at the meeting on the 27th inst., is as follows :— 


The directors have the satisfaction of reporting continued progress 
in the lighting of Singapore, for particulars of which they refer to the 
report from their engineer and manager, Mr. E. J. Wells. The balance 
sheet to 30th June, 1874, and appended to this report, shows the finan- 
cial position of the Company. The directors have written off for de- 
preciation of works and plant, and off the expenses of first establish- 
ment, as per balance sheet, at the rate of one per cent. per annum for 
the present half-year, and one half per cent. per annum for the half- 
year ending December 31st, 1870, making one per cent. for that half- 
year. The profit for the half-year after writing off these sums amounts 
to £1,865 13s. 4d., which together with £62 4s. 2d., the unappropri- 
ated profit of the preceding half-year, makes the evailable balance 
£1,927 17s. 6d.; out of this sum the directors recommend the declara- 
tion of a dividend at the rate of 74 per cent. per annum, leas income 
tax, on the amounts paid up on the Preference and Original capital, the 
balance of £77 48. 9d. to be carried forward to the profit of the suc- 
ceeding half-year. The dividend to be payable on November 20th. 


The following are extracts from the report of Mr. Wells, 
Engineer and Manager :— 

In the gas rental there has been a steady increase, if we compare the 
working with the previous half-year;the increase on the private gas 
rental (not including illuminations) has been $469.41. Coke sales have 
not been so good as last half-year. Tar and other products have im- 
proved, so that upon the whole the sales of residual products have been 
satisfactory. Rates of exchange have been seriously adverse to the 
Company for a long time past, and still continue so. Heavy losses are 
shown in this half-year'’s accounts, both on remittances and on the pay* 
ments for coals. During the half-year the only addition here to Capi- 
tal account has been the proportionate allowance for new services lak 
Beyond the ordinary wear and tear expenses, no outlay has been in- 
curred in the general works department. All the plant and machinery 
are in a state of efficiency, and the buildings are in good repair; No. 1 
gas holder shows no signs of decay, and No. 2 is working satisfactorily. 
The present process of purification still remains satisfactory, and is work 
ing well. Throughout the half-year the full standard of illuminating 
power has been maintained, and the gas kept free from impurities. The 
loss or deficiency on the half-year has been 12} per cent. The arrears 
are slightly in excess of last half-year, but upon the whole the collec- 
tion of the rental, &c., has been satisfactory, as $32,206.71 has beea 
collected and paid to-bank. 

At the end of May 113 tons of Bengal coal was received. Its bea | 
with Australian coal was satisfactory ; if we can obtain low rates 
freight we could draw a portion of our supplies from this source; the 
price of Bengal coal is rupees 10°8, free on board, or equal to 21s. per 
ton. A small sample of other coals from the Straits has been sent to 
me for testing, and it is stated that there is a large quantity from where 
it was taken. This was tried in actual working, the results were quite 
satisfactory. I have engaged to take 150 to 200 tons as soon as it can 
be brought to Singapore. The Japan and Formosa coals are very highly 
spoken of, but up to the present time I have had no o ty of 
trying them. I have no doubt that the Sarawak coal soon be in 
the market. As to whether it will be tothe advantage of the Company
